Prices Seemed to Favor the

Bears Grains Lower.

CLOSE NEAR THE BOTTOM

Provisions Were Dull, Reflect-

ing Grain Prices,

Chicago, March 31. The prevailing sen-

timent in the grain pit today seems to

favor tho bears and prices weakened.
May wheat closed c lower; May corn
down ic and oats 3?sc lower. May

closed from 5 to 12c lower.
There was a moderate trade in wheat

ndn after a temporary advance early the
market developed weakness, and the close

was near the bottom. The opening on

May was Uc to 3c lower at ?2?i3?ae
to 73c, influenced largely by the change
made yesterday in the visible supply, to-

gether with The indifference cables and
favorable weather Good commission
house demand soon caused an advance
and the early loss was more than re-

gained. May selling up to 73?Jc. Estimates
of a large decrease in the world's visible
aided in the upturn. Later in the day
the early buyers turned sellers and ths
market gradually weakened with no news
to support it and May sold off to 72c.
The close was c lower at 724c. Clear-
ances of wheat and flour were equal to
372,000 bushels. Primary receipts were
516,000 bushels, against a holiday last year.
Minneapolis and Duluth reported receipts
of 2S0 cars, which with local receipts ot
twenty-si- x cars, none of contract grade,
made total receipts for the three polnt3
306 cars, against 1,820 last week. There
was only a small trade in corn with lit-
tle outside business. The bulk of tho
trade consisted in the selling of May and
buying of July. The sentiment was bear-
ish, due to the favorable weather, to-

gether with the weakness m wheat. The
firmness which was manifest at the open-
ing, influenced by higher cables was soon
lost, and weakness prevailed throughout
the remainder of the session. May clos-
ing c lower at 43?ic, after ranging be-

tween 43c and 4374344c. Local receipts
wereU.60 cars, with one of contract grade.
Oats were quiet and eased off somewhat
in sympathy with the weakness in other
grains, Tho trading was largely in the
nature of scalping business, although
thero was some influential buying at
time by leading houses. The close was
easier with May US-'Js- higher, after sell-
ing between 33c and 34fcc. Local re-

ceipts were 237 cars.
Trade in provisions was dull with con

siderablo selling pressure on the May
product. The weakness In grains was re-

flected In this market and after a fairly
steady opening prices declined and tit?
close was easy, May pork being 12o
lower at $18.00. with lard ind ribs off 5c

at $10.02c and $9.80.

STUDENTS PLAY CHESS.

America to Play Great Britain Fifth
Series by Cable.

Boston, March 31. Pitted against each
other In an international struggle for
chess supremacy, the best student players
of America and Great Britain, represent-
ing on the one side Harvard, Yale,

and Princeton, and on the other
Oxford and Cambridge, are contesting
today the fifth of the series of annual
matches over tho Atlantic cable. Play be-

gan at 10 o'clock this morning with the
Americans stationed in the gymnasium of
tho Boston Athletic association on Exeter
street, the scone at this end of last year's
contest which resulted in so decisive a
victory for the American colleges. The
British team has its headquarters in tho

It
has been won twice by the Britishers and
onco by the Americans, while a tie was
the result of the other match. Last year
the emblem was brought back here and
the losers then are the challengers on this
occasion.

The American sextette consists of C. T.
Rice and H. W. Brldgman of Harvard,
F. M. Sewall and H. A. Keeler of Colum-

bia, J. F. Sawln of Yale and C. S. Richard-
son of Princeton. The four first mention-
ed are all experienced men having played
in previous matches. The playing hours
are from ten a. m. to 6 p. m., with an
hour's intermission for lunch.

The published opinions of a leader in
the financial world, expressing confidence
in tho duration of prosperous conditions
and faith in the soundness of securities
which remain to be digested in the mar-
ket, were much discussed. There is no
one current factor which is so potent in
causing disquiet and hesitation over the
financial outlook as the existence of this
mass of apparently unsaleable matter In
the market and the measures necessary
to protect these holdings are undoubt-
edly the causo of the constant liquida-
tion of securities of the highest grade.
The proclamation of faith in the new
securities by a well recognized author-
ity on values therefore had a marked
effect on sentiment. There were occa-

sional interruptions to the advance, the
most notable occurring after the strong
opening, when a general attack was made
on tho list.

Sugar yielded readily by reason of the
reduction in price of granulated grades,
and Amalgamated was depressed on ac-

count of the violent break in the London
copper market. Later tho Wabash secur-
ities were sold on account of the pro-

posed $10,00,000 bond issue, but the weak-
ness of this grade of securities was not
as influential in shaping sentiment as the
evidence that support was offered New
York Central, Pennsylvania, St. Paul and
the high grade railroad stocks.
